I just read recently that Black Frog would be stopping 
publication at issue #24 — but here we are at issue #34 al- 
ready* As I indicated in issue #31, I am accepting Jane 
Proskin's " Peek" as issue #32* As for issue #33 - * ♦ * - well 
you all have gotten it* If you are one of the ones who 
never did figure out what issue #24 was well, you will 

probably never figure out issue #33 either. 

GOOD NEWS for me. The ESG strike at Lockheed has ended 
and I went back to work on Monday the 19th. I was out ten 
weeks. We got very little as a result of ten weeks effort 
and did not get the COLA (cost of living allowance) provis- 
ion that we were striking for. Something that I might add 
that all other employees at Lockheed have. The strike eff- 
ort was ultimately broken by the Southern California Air- 
craft Builders (best known by their abbreviation: SCABs) 
who crossed the picket line and went back in to work. After 
the end of the ninth week — 52% had become scabs although 
there were only about 20% at first. Now that we are all 
back in, there is considerable friction and hard— feelings 
between the strikers and scabs. It will be a very long 
time before this situation ends. 

I am extremely busy and pressed at work now and will 
be until after the middle of February. I have two very 
important I RAD reports to finish up* They were initially 
scheduled to be completed before December 19th, but this 
has been extended until February 15th now. &a a result I 
will be able to spend very little time with Black Frog or 
with any of my Diplomacy games during the next month. I 
hope that everybody will understand. As a result, this 
issue will be a bit skimpy with very little besides the 
actual game results. As I am writing this, there is a 
possibility that I may "break my record and not get this in 
the mail on the day following the deadline.

One complaint was voiced that no time was given for negotiations before the ftufleian 
retreat. Yes, that is true but in the standard Diplomacy rules no Diplomacy ever precedes 
retreats ^ builds or removala . This is not quite practical In postal games bee suae negotiat- 
ions cannot be entirely stopped. However^n all cases where I split seasons I will provide 
Just enough time to ensure that you can gat the xine and get your orders back in. I cannot 
prevent negotiation, but you will probably have to do it over the phone. 

One player called for an extension of the season because of my error creating a problem 
in negotiation after the Russian retreat. If two or more players had asked for an extension 
T mti^ht have considered it, but I don't want to slow a game down any more than is absolutely 
necessary. Hie Russian retreat to WAR was quite predictable and in any case, conditional
